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Twilight of Sir Keidi 
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S peculation about the future of Sir Keith Joseph 
and who might succeed him when Mrs Thatch- 
er decides on her next reshuffle has reached 
the absurd point when scarcely a day goes by 
without some circumslaatia] account of who is going 
to get the poisoned chalice and why. 

TTie fact is that Mrs Thatcher has not yet made up 
her mind and will be careful to keep her options open 
to the last minute. Sir Keith has become a lame duck, 
mainly because his decision not to stand at the next 
genei^ election has been used by the press and 
politicians to destabilize him with tenetic lobbying 
on behalf of potential successors. In the latest bout. 
Number 10 has been conspicuously reluctant to 
scotch rumours of an early change at the DBS. and 
this must now be a likely occurrence. 

If there is to be a new Incumbent at Elizabeth 
House it will not be - as some editorial comment has 
suggested - because Sir Keith has run out of steam or 
lost his radical nerve. There have been suggestions 
that what Mrs Thatcher wants is a new set of radical 
policies - embracing eveiy right-wing novelty from 
vouchers to direct grant primary schools. But 
nothing could be worse. True, a new Secretary of 
Slate will have to put his or her pennyworth into the 
manifesto and show that the momentum which Sir 
Keith has created can be kept up. But the fact of the 
matter is that Sir Keith has pushed ahead with policy 
on all fronts -on too many fronts, perhaps— and the 
initial drive having been made, what is now needed is 
a serious and long-term attempt to follow through. 
Ministers who are just obsessed with launching new 
policies have little to offer at the DES at the moment. 
What is needed is someone with the stamina and 
persuasive powers to bring the existing policies 
through to fulfilment. 


All this, you may say, sounds suspiciously like the 
education service’s perennial plea to be left in peace. 
But this would be a mistaken reading of the situation. 
The facet of the Secretary of State's role which 
proved wholly beyond Sir Keith’s histrionic powers 
was that of charismatic leader and acceptable 
presenter of unwelcome news. 

It is of course, quite unfair to blame all this on Sir 
Keith. Nobody, in his place, could have made the 
Qovemment’s pay policy acceptable to the teachers. 
As has happened before, a long drawn-out quarrel 
about pay has soured relations in eveiything else. 
And b^use Sir Keith has been unusually indust- 
rious and Ingenious, he has had more to lose iirom 
this cold climate with the unions than a lazier, more 
conventional minister might have done. 

Similarly, Sir Keith's relations with the local 
authorities have been ruined by the Government's 
collective efforts to bring local authorities to heel. Sir 
Keith has certainly been right behind these restric- 
tivc policies, but he cannot have been anything but 
I disappointed at what they have done to the by now 
extremely tenuous nature of “partnership". 

For notwithstanding occasional brave talk about 
the Government’s willingness to go it alone, most of 
Sir Keith’s initiatives — on the curriculum and 
examinations; on teacher training; on teacher 
appraisal; on school management - depend on the 
active co-operation of the l.e.a.s and the teachers. 

Il cannot be taken for granted that a new Secretaiy 
of State will mean any change of direction, or any 
more money with which to settle the leathers’ 
dispute. But there is no way of settling the teachers’ 
pay and contract within the sums so far mentioned 
and only a fool or a masochist would take on the 
education portfolio without some indication that the 


Cabinet understands this. 

Among the names now being canvassed arc those 
of two existing Cabinet ministers (Mr Kenneth 
Oarke and Mr Kenneth Baker) the Chief Whip, Mr 
John Wakeham, and Mr Geoffrey Pattic (whose 
“turn” it is for promotion) besides the egregious Dr 
Rhodes Boyson and the present Minister of State, 
Mr Qiris Patten. It is difficult to believe this 
speculation does much good to any of those whose 
names are bandied about, and it probably harms the 
best candidate, Mr Patten, most of all. Vhiat is clear 
is that if it is a minister from outside the DES, he/she 
will need the usual six months or so to learn the ropes 
and this will take us well into the pre-election period. 

The political correspondents have continued to 
report that there is to be a re-division of departmen- 
tal responsibilities, bringing education and training 
together, but earlier this week this was categorically 
denied by Lord Young, who should know. 

What is clear Is that the Conservatives must come 
up with a coherent plan for 14-19 before the next 
election for implementation early in the new Parlia- 
ment. This must include legislation which takes 
practical account of the foct that “ordinary" employ- 
ment for young people under 18 is, to all intents and 
purposes, fini^ed and re-shape our education and 
training arrangements accordingly. Whether or not 
Mrs Thatcher decides to unify the education and 
trailing departments now, she certainly needs to get 
ministers working on the legislation and the 
framework of organization well before the next 
election. This would be a major task which might 
help to absorb some of the energies of Sir Keith's 
successor. It would have the added virtue of givirig 
the Secretary of State something real and worthwhile 
to do rather than indulge in privatizing fantasies.

[The Snt obstacle to the successful 
llotroductioD of the GCSE in Septem- 
sr was removed this week when the 
Jnation boards confirmed that the 
iSccondary Examinations Council has, 
Imote or less, approved all ayllabuses 
tsuboiitted to it. 

The end of April was the deadline 
lei by Sir Keith Joseph for SEC 
syflabus approval. 

A second obstacle is the distribution 
of the s^abuses to schools. For Sir 
Keith's timetable to be met this must 
be done by the end of May. 

All the exam boards, bar the Welsh 
Joint Examining Board, are confident 
that this deadline will also be met. 

! But there are no signs of any moves 
’to overcome the third, and perhaps 
' major, obstacle - the alleged undei^ 
funding of the new exam. 

' This week saw the Association of 
County Councils join the ranks of 
, those pres^g for a posfoonement of 
the 16^1us introduction for a year. By 
I voteof 70-S6 its executive committee 
M Wednesday reversed an earlier 
decision not to seek a postponement. 

its representatives later Joined 
nKinbers of the Association of Metro- 
politan Authorities in pressing Sir 
Mth Joseph for a postponement and 
idditlonal fundiiu.

SEC has now approved 190 


syllabuses in the 22 subjects that have 
to meet national crltieria. Another 60 
are expected to be approved shortly. 

A mood of mild euphoria was evi- 
dent among the examination boards as 
they met the firet deadline. “We are 
ready to go,” said Mr John Reddaway, 
secretary of the Midland Examining 
Group. 

The timetable was tight, resources 
were limited and the teachers’ indust- 
rial action bad affected attendance at 
training courses. But, he said, “the 
Midland Board is comniitted to do its 
utmost to ensure that the GCSE can be 
successfully introduced in September”. 

Mr George TUinbuU of the Southern 
Boa^ was slightly more guarded. He 
said: “We are getting there. It’s been 
hard work but we are now confident of 
halting all of the syUabuses out to the 
seboou by the end of May.” 

Ibe Wdsh Joint Examining Board, 
one of two to call for the exam to be 
postponed for a year, is less confident. 
^We are largely on course but will not 
meet the Apm deadline for syllabus 
approval nor the May one for school 
dutribution,” said examinations offic- 
er Mr Mel Jones. 

Mr Philip South, of the London and 
Bast Angban Board, said events had 
shown that his board hod been correct 
in joining with the WJEB in calling for 
a postponement. “Nevertheless, we 
have worked flat out to meet the 
timetable and, by and large, we have 
made it." 

Mr Colin Vickennan, of the Joint 
Matriculation Board, said that his 
boi^ was “well on the way". 

Surrey County Council is to spend

Since 
the beginning of term, classes have 
been sent home because Brent has 
been unable to Gil its teacher vacan- 
cies.

Attempts are belne made to save a 
Berkshire school for the pliysically 
handicapped. 

The local education authority wants 
to close Hephaistos School, which is a 
few miles from Readiiu, because the 
number of pupils lias felJen. 

But the school's Parents and Friends 
Association is appealing to Sir Keith 
Joseph to finance the school from 
central funds. 

Hephaistos has produced famous 
pupils-fbrexampie rater Hull, wheel- 
chair marathon performer - and its 
I supporters sa^ its closure will leave a 
gap in educational provision. 

Ladv Wamock has said that such 
spedafprovisionwasneeded. “Thefall 
in numbers may be due to the fact that 
local authorities outside the area are 
no longer making use of the school 
because they can't afford to send 
children away. 

“It may te inevitable that such 
schools close. But the parents are very 
certain their children are not going to

Berkshire County Council, which 
took over the running of the school 



more than 20 years ago, says numbers 
have fallen from a peak of 40 to 19 and 
may be down to 10 ey end of next year. 

"In the past three years we have had 
only one referral m)m outside the 
county council area. We have 
broadened rhe intake by introducing 
girls and introducing day pupils, as 
well as boarders,” said W John 
Howarth, senior education officer with 
responsibility for special education.

It is now offidal - or just about as 
offidal os it will ever be: 9 per cent of 
^gUsh-spe^ng adults in the United 
States are illiterate. For those whose 
native language is not English, the 
illiteracy rate climbs to 48 per cent, 

These flares, just feleased by the 
US ^nsus Bureau, are admittedly 
somewhat better than the widely 
accepted study published the Uni- 
vei^ of Texas in 1985. .Ihat found 
that 20 per cent of Americans were 
"funcdonally incompetent’* - unable 
to read a newspaper adverdaement or 
write a shopping list. 

But the Census Bureau findings, 
based on a simple test, sought to 
establish the very lowest level of 
literacy. They magnify hugely the 
Bureau's prerious estimate, made in 
1979, that only 0.5 per cent of Amer- 
icans over tbe age of 14 were illiterate. 

The reason for the discrepancy lies 
In the feet that the 1979 study asswed 
that anyone who had completed five 
years of schooling would autoragtically 
be able to read and write. It is not so. 
Of thM who foiled the latest test. 0.8 
per cent had a college education, 6 per

“One could easily make a case for a 
higher atandaid of literacy," said 
Robert Barnes, ading director of the 
Mucarion Department’s planning and 
technical analyris division, who supers 
vised the project.

New education minister 
goes ‘bac’ onhis word 


Despite repeated assurances that he 
would not undo the largely popular 
reforms of his socialist predecessor, 
France’s new Education Minister, M. 
Rend Monory, has started to do just 
that. He has issued a communiqud 
announcing the repeal of M. Chevftoe- 
ment's important reform of the lycdes, 
aimed at breakine the stranKhold of 
mathematics on the curriculum. 

The lycdes (sixth-form colleges) 
were due to start preparing in Septem- 
ber for the eight new baxalaureates 
that M. Chevdnement introduced just 
tefore the French elections. But they 
will now continue with the present 
series until M. Monory produces his 
own version. 

The announcement is doubly sur- 
prising since no repeal of the lycde 
reform figured in the Right's election 
platform. However, Madame Michdle 
Ailiot-Marie, now junior education 
minister, had been very critical of the 
proposed new “bacs" when she was the 
education secretary of the RPR (Ras- 
semblement pour la Parti RepubU- 
caln). 

M. Cbevdnement was right to con- 


demn the predominance of maths in 
the lycdes and its increasing use and 
abuse as the sole criterion for selecting 
the brightest students in secondary and 
higher education, she said. 

She also conceded the need for new 
curricula to help rehabilitate literary, 
scientific and technical studies. 

“But,” she objected, “he has taken 
the easy way out by simply reducing 
the number of hours of maths (thus 
pleasing parents and pupils) and has 
not improved the other courses - he 
has even cut foreign language classes, 
which we need badly.” 

In bis communique, M. Monory saw 
more thought needs to be given to the 
various lycde courses, especially to 
their linas with higher education, 
where the new Government also plans 
to undo recent reforms. 

However. M. Monory says he in- 
tends to stick to M. Chevenement's aim 
of having 80 per cent of the age group 
educated to “bac” level by the year 
2000. And he will go ahead with the 
introduction of the SO vocational 
“bacs” created last November to help 
achieve it.

I have been particularly saddened 
this year by the experiences whi^ 
trainee teachers have reported during 
their school attachments: keen, welE 
prepared youngsters being told “I’ve 
tried that and it doesn't work”; or 
“Why bother to come into this job?”

Of course, this is a difficult time to 
be entering teaching. But has it ge- 
nuinely ever been a much better 
climate for the new entrant? What 
concerns me Is the assumption that 
however good they may eventually be 
recognized to be, for a “proper" 
amount of time they must folfil a “seen 
and not heard” role In the staffroom or 
the departmental meeting; “put in 
their time" before being given any kind 
of responribiUW or recognition. The 
contrast with the experience of those 
superriaois is marked. 

Another difference between the two 
wortog environments was also a' 
rent. Appraisal- that word feom whl 
so many of our profession recoil - is a 
normal, everyday fact of life for many 
other sectors of employment. The ease 
with which my fellow course-members 
ca^d out a variety of appraisal 
activities and exerdaes demonstrated 
the differences far better than any 
discussion could iUustrate. 

Not only were these people used to 
regular appraisals in their depart- 
ments: they take it for granted that 
career progression will be related to 
such appraisal. During the course, 
these employees exhibited an impress- 
ive skill in evaluating their own and 
each other's (and myl)contriburions in 
an unthi^tening, constructive and 
accurate manner.

It is a 
matter for concern that their views of 
the education system, and of teachdrs 
in particular, are so dismissive. Thpy 
seemed sussed to find me “accept- 
able”, ana pronounced me “di^ 
rent”: many of their inferences, and 
even actual comments^ left me ln.no 
doubt that teachers in general are 
simply discounted as of any consequ- 
ence in the “real" world; that they are 
perceived as rather arrogant and utte^ 
ly lacking in the qualities and abilities 
which would enable them to survive, 
let alone succeed, in any field other 
than teaching. 

The answer, surely, is that more 
teachers should make opportunities to 
“mix” with other sectors of employ 
ment, in order than more of the pubuc 
could see that we are all “acceptable”, 
and have talents and personalities 
which are sou^t after by sociei 
Certainly, teachers need to recoj 
that there is much to be gained 
observing the training techniques 
which industry and commerce employ 
to such effect, os opposed to whatever 
is seen as the dlfierence when it is 
call^ education, or teaching. Above 
all, we need to be able to tap me latent 
resources which are present in so many 
of our pupils, but which we are 
appmvnt^ not developing.

ffir-Wc warmly support the article hy 
Joe Collier and Maruret Henry {TES, 
April 11). One of the main casualties 
Of to prolonged teachers’ action has 
been contact mth parents. At our son’s 
school, there have been no parents’ 
evenings and no reports to parents for 
nearly 18 months, we feel increasingly 
bitter about our exclusion from our 
son’s education. 

Hie notion that forming a part- 
nership with parents is some kind of 
optional extra is educationally inde- 
fensible. It is also tactically foolish. 
WItiiout parental support, the 
teadiers’ case has tittle chance of 
success. 

The main effect of these tactics so far 


has been to drive those parents who 
can afford it towards the private sec- 
tor. The “New RlAi" is now claiming 
the “parent power^ vacuum, by adopt- 
ing this slogan as a tool for dismantling 
comprehensive education. If they are 
to be thwarted, teachers and tbelr 
unions must urgently review their 
tactics and find ways of working mih 
parents rather than, seemingly, against 
them.

□ Tlie hurried panic to discover an 
educational response, often resulting 
iu the inappnmriate use of the limUed 
materials available, by inexperieuced 
staff, without the proper levels of 
auprort for teacher, pupil and family, 
□^e absurdity of seeing schools and 
teachers as necessarily the appropriate 
agency to deal with the question. 
Irofessional groups, used to working 
with clinical cases, accept the need to 
operate within a multi-agent^ support 

S . The same must be true of 
irs. 


NAPCB contiuues to explore this 
difficuJt and delicate field. Mr Han- 
nath is right to question the role of 
teachers and schools. We are currently 
setting up a research project to investi- 
gate these very issues, ^ile advising 
caution to teachers, schools and 
l.e.a.s, we would be very interested to 
hear in more detail from S W Hannath. 
Wiltshire Education Authority and 
indeed anyone currently doing work in 
this Geld within the educational sector. 
Our work is being fed back to the 
Department of Education and Science 
through HM Inspectorate since this 
question has impUcadons for national 
educational policy as well as local.

T liese quotations come from interviews with 
primary heads for my MA thesis on change 
In primary schools. They Illuminate a trend 
that is gathering pace - a trend towards 
(ireater autocracy in primary schools. 

^They come from beads of progressive, child- 
centred schools that have adopted much of the 
Ihioldiig about curriculum of the past few years: 
lively creativity in art and language and problem- 
solving skills in Craft, Design and Technology 
ifld mathematica. As one of the heads said: “I 
want kids who’ll think, who’ll make decisions . . 

They come from schools where the children are 
arranged in groups, allowed to ne^tiate with 
each other meanlnga and even social realities; 
where constraints like streaming are forgotten. 

And yet, while the children are handled 
democratically, the teachers are treated as people 
who would mess things up if given "the toy of 
demonacy”. The gap between the autonomy 
these heads want for their children, and the blind 
ob^lence they want from their staff suggests a 
massive flaw in their thinking. 

If you aie a teacher who runs a class just so 
because the head tells you to, how can you teach 
children lo interact democratically? It’s like 
leacher-educators ciidactically teaching us to be 
aon-didactic. It is time that heads and others in 
authority noticed this gap, and began to draw on 
tbe ideas in the teachers’ heads, and not just their 
own. 

There are, of course, subtler forms of autocracy 
too. Cme head said to me that he “walks around 
tte school and says, That’s good, let's share that 
in assemblyP Another head saw himself as 
. euendaliy a teacher, and explained: “Anything 1 
could pour in, in the way of poetry, music, art, 
writing ... 1 did it ... by teaching alongside the 
teachers , . One of these teachers said: “1 felt 
like a sponge soaking it all up ... he did it all by 
dxer force of peisonality." 

^ Because the heads teach and encourage, they 
SKm less Intimidatory than the examples quoted 
first, But what about that Godlike tone In “That’s 
good"; so reminiscent of “He looked on all that 
He had made . . There’s an autocracy here- 
every bit ai heavy as the earlier examples quoted , 
it is a micro version of the centre to periphery 
model of Innovation of tbe 1960s.

humming (one hopes) research centre, the staG a 
meek, receptive ^riphery - the sponge. 

The problem with the head teaching by exam- 
ple is that so many wrong ends of his sticks are 
Ukely to be picked up. If he is an enthusiast for, 
say, maths, no amount of working alongside his 
teachera will get across the reasons for his 
(possibly very different) approach. Mere 
observation of ^od practice isn't enough, be- 
cause teaching is much more than a skill to be 
assiduously acquired. 

As John Elliot has said, it is an activity packed 
ti^t with questions dying to be asked and argued 
about. What follows from that is that teachers 
need the opportunity to talk about their practice 
in a non-aUthoritaTian atmosphere as secure as 
tbe one their progressive heads are giving the 
children. The charismatic head is as autocratic as 
his colleague who frankly withdraws “the toy of 
democracy- from his staff.

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H ow much caffeine is there in a tea bag? 
What use is a torch and a drinking straw in 
the training of a disobedient blowfly 
maggot? And more importantly, why do 
some areas of manufacturing industry fail to 
attract those highly qualified in science and 
technology? 

These were just some of the questions addres 
sed by the seventh annual London Borough of 
Bromley science, technology and industry semi- 
nar, held with the help of the Royal Institution for 
five days of the Easter holiday, ^at was on offer 
to the 200 third-year pupils from the borough was 
a well-stocked department store of practical 
science, technology and industry emphasizing the 
fun aspect of learning. Groups were small and the 
opportunity to use fairly sophisticated hardware 
large. And like any good department store, there 
was a fair degree of choice. 

The seminar was staffed by 30 teachers with the 
help of sixth formers. But it was not open to all 
comers - only the top IS or so per cent, selected 
I from Bromley’s (mostly single sex) comprehen 
sives and two grammar schools. And while the 
wide range of experiments and activities all 
involved children enjoying themselves, some 
but by no means all - were designed to tax only 
the minds of the ablest. 

^ The work that stretched the children's ability 
and concentration the most was in the two to 
three-hour practical Kience sesgons, split into 
chemistry, physics; biology, microprocessor con 
trol and t^nology. In ea^ section, there was a 
fair amount of choice about how much ground to 
cover. For example, in the chemistry section, if 
you, wanted to try the tea bag lest, you had to 
commit all your time in the lab to the one 
i experiment rather than choose from two or three 
equally attractive sounding others.

O ne of the essential ingredients for educa- 
tional advance in any school is a closer 
partnership between teachers and pa- 
renls. But, unfortunately, the organiza- 
tion and meaning of education and the workings 
of schools are still poorly understood. 

Education has, of course, become increasingly 
complex, particularly in relation to curriculum 
reform and innovation. An awareness of these 
advances, which can only serve to nurture and 
challenge the child, must be communicated to the 

this aim in mind, 1 ran a series of maths 
“workshops" for parents at Tubbenden junior 
jcbool a 262-puitiI school in a predominantly 
middle-class district of Kent. The need for more 
dalogne, information, explanation and clarifica- 
tion in this area of the curriculum was evidenced 
by ibeoversubscripHon of the sessions (70 parents 
responded but we were only able to accommodate 
25). 

My Iflleot ion was to gjve the parents the kind of 
Mperiences that their children would be having in 
the classrooms. 1 hoped that school relationships 
would be enhanced to the ultimate benefit of all - 
chUdren, parents and teachers. 1 thought It might 
be informative if, at the end of the series, I asked 
the parents to complete a short questionnaire 

anonymously. This is a selection of the responses 

the questions attracted: 

How valuable do yon think these meettnp were? 

1 cannot speak too highly of the maths meetings: I 

' found them extremely valuable as well as enjoy- 
able - They reminded me of things forgotten, the 
pteasore to be gained from working with figures— 

I 1 am now better equipped to express myself more 
folly and rorapetently in mathematical language 
to my child - They have cut out my daughter’s 
frustration when 1 attempt to help her with a 
problem and she says “We don't do It that way” - 
It was useful to understaito the stages that 
children can reach at different ages. 

Mhit would you say is the difference between 
wthi lo your schorridays and now? 

'Qk standard in primary schools seems higher. 

the reasons wfiy are explained and not jiut 
the method - Matto was more mechanical with 
k)U of rules to learn and no actual understanding 
oftbeconcepts. Maths today Is taught as a subject 
to be enjoyed - Now there is a more relaxed 
atmosphere - Qtiidren today are aUowed to 
progrw at their .own speed - Much, more 
equipment and materials are used now- My early 
mstto did not cover areas, volume, dedmals, 
ksetioni, graphs, shape. It did not progress 
! beyond addition, subtrBction,:multiplieBtlon and

Is there any dlfbrence in your understanding of 
your child’s nutbematlcal difllcultles since you’ve 
attended these sesstons and do you feel more able 
now lo help UmAier to overcome these? 

Yes, a great difference. I am able to help my 
daughter at home now because 1 know the 
metiiods the school uses, especially in subtraction 
-lam more patient now because 1 understand the 
problems more- 1 have been reluctant to help my | 
children in maths as mo^m methods are diffe- 
reni. However, 1 now feel I can help without fear 
of confusing them - i would like to think that we 
can back up the work currently being done in 
school with games and equipment at home. 
What qualities would you look for In a gqod maths 
teacher? 

The ability to explain endlessly, and for patience 
and kindness ~ He must be able to relate to the 
I age group involved - a friendly manner - should 


believe in basics such as tables, backed up by 
plenty of practical work with apparatus - ^ould 
demand a high degree of neatness - the ability to 
instil confidence and to recognize and encourage 
the child who is below average and at the same 
time push and stretch the more able child to reach 
even higher standards- 1 would look for a teaclier 
who could make maths interesting and enjoyable 
and makes sure the child understands each step 
before going on to the next. 

Any general points you would like to mnke? 

1 might even have a go at re-sitling maths O level 
now as the methods of teaching seem to be more 
explanatory rather thon dictatorial - 1 feel these 
courses would be most beneficial for parents 
whose children are in their first year. Once 
understood, maths seems to make other school 
work much easier - 1 am impressed with the way 
fairly advanced maths has been simplified for 
primary school children but 1 am concerned that

Nowhere is this more clear than in diatect 
nammar.

On the other hand, the 
raitidiy develo^ng awareness of language in 
teachers and children ope'ns up many new 
po^bUities for linguists, Thc.DBS fonded sumy 
of the languages and dialects of London school 
children Is an obvious example of the kind of 
collaboration which la possible, as, too, is the 
Uii^stio Minorities Project whigh follo^ in iu

At Birkbeck Collcgei the Survey of Briti^ 
Dialect Oramniar is attempting to build on this 
model of linguist-teacher collaboration. Infocma- 
tioh on dialect grammar is of Interest to linguists 
who wish to study phenomena such as language

It Is also relevant to teachers. The co-existence 
of standard English and dialect grammars is 
recognized as giwng rise to educational problems 
and the burden of coping with tliese problems is

so much practical experience, although giving 
children a clearer un^istanding, may dull^ the 
mental reflexes - 1 was surprised how immediate- 
ly evident it became, for Instance, that the 
(tircumfcrence of a circle is 3IAth times the 
diameter when demonstrated with a trundle 
wheel - Prom what has been discussed at our 
meetings, could it be that if a child’s maths book 
shows constant correct answers, he is not being 
stretched to his full potential? 

It is worth highlighting the following points 
which-emerged: 

□ All parents placed great value on a close 
relationship with teachers. 

□ The workshop sessions forged strong and 
rewarding relationships with parents. 

□ Dissemination of information relating to the 
school’s curriculum is extremely important, in- 
deed crucial, to a child's process. 

□ Parents need the opportunity to discuss prob- 
lems with school work without feeling that it may 
be seen as criticism of a particular class teacher’s 
method. 

□ These "workshops" can actually mininuze 
frustrations and friction within familiescaused by 
their children's school-based problems. This 
leads to improved behaviour at school and is 
likely to lead to fewer decant practices later. 

□ Workshops awaken latent academic interests 
in many parents. 

□ A greater understanding of modem and more I 
meaningful curricular approaches Is inculcated in I 
parents leading to supp^ for the school rather 
than scepticism. 

□ Parents are able lo advise and help their 
children with their school work based on in- 
creased knowledge and confidence. 

□ The child's general work and school books are 
viewed with far greater understanding on open 
evenings leading to a more meaningful dialogue 
with the class teacher. 

□ Parents are beginning to comprehend tlie 

strategies employed by their child's teacher 
Involving perhaps investigational and pmtical 
work in mathematics rather than looking for 
constant ticks on paper. I 

In conclusion, perhaps one should ask: "What I 
is the price of parent involvement , the price of a I 
closer partnership?” In terms of such commod* | 
ides as time, effort and commitment and accoun- 
tability it is a hl^ price - but o right price.

There are essentially three issues In the 
teachers' pay dispute: what teachers 
are paid; what teachers are expect^ to 
do; and within what framework they 
are expected to perform their agreed 
tasks.

It must be clear that, leaving pay 


levels on one side, If the concept of a 
“reasonable working day” in schools is 
linked to the whole range of 'voluntary 
duties’ that the employers seek to 
include In the teachers’ contract it will 
cost far more than has been mentioned 
in tothi in the restructuring proposals. 

The feasibili^ of app^og condi- 
tions of service in school will no doubt 
be questioned. Similar reservations 
were eiqiressed In FE when conditions 
of service were negotiated and intro- 
duced. Experience has shown such 
fears mundless and the benefits have 
exceeded the drawbacks. 

Some definidon of the school day 
would be required. Some period after 
teaching has ended would need to be 



image of the teaching profession to the 
public at large. 

Formal meetings would take place in 
this slot. A pattern of class contact 
hours would mirror administrative and 
pastoral duties additional to teaching. 

The basic classroom teacher would 
have an agreed minimum of marking 
and preparation periods - most not 
subject to cover demands. Evening or 
Saturday working would result in the 
freeing of the appropriate number of 
half-days; this would be on a regular 
basis for say PE or drama or music 
specialists and on a planned but less 
mquent basis for parents evenings. A 
lunra break would be required; if 
^eral supervision duties were agreed 
during this period these should form 
part of the required contact hours. 

What is the cost likely to be? For 
cover, a figure of two to three per cent 
is allowed in further education but not 
all of this would be new money. 
Remission for admin and other duties 
and guaranteed non-teaching time 
would^rhaps add five to ten per cent? 
The cost of ‘out of hours’ actiinties may 
be greater. It will be for those deman- 
ding the service to decide if they wish 
to toot the bill and to what level.

Swan-upping 
at Stratford 

Next week a new auditorium 
opens in Stratford. 

Nicholas Shrimpton reports 
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A new skyline, some new sightlines, a new l 
and difficult bottom line. These are the 
things which people in Stratford-upon- 
Avon are variously enjoying or wor- 
rying about this week. The new skyline Is the 
itriklog roof of Michael Reardon’s Swan Theatre, 
which opens on May 8 to give the Royal 
Shakespeare Company its fifth and most remark- 
able auditorium. 

When the original Shakespeare Memorial 
Theatre burnt down in March 1926 it was less 
mourned than one might ima^ne. Only a year 
before, Shaw had observed that it was “an 
admirable building, adapted for every conceiv- 
able purpose - except that of a theatre” and on the 
night of the fire the company's director, William 
Bridges-Adaros, was eorefui to point out that he 
bad a cast-iron alibi. For all Its inconveniences, 
however, the Victorian auditorium had admir- 
able acoustics, and when Elizabeth Scott's new 
theatre was built in front of it in 1932 its brick shell 
VBs preserved os a conference hall and rehearsal 
room, . . 

By the mid-1970s this dingy and diminished 
chamber was beginning to seem a waste of 
potntial performance space. In J976 John 
Napier designed a scaffolding theatre to fit inside 
km the production which (years later and in the 
naiii house) became the Trevor Nunn/Peggy 
Ashcroft Alt's Well That Ends Well. Access and 
. safety problems defeated him and the idea was 
pused instead to the Stratford architect Mich&cl 
Reardon, to see if a more comprehensive scheme 
: could reme the builciing. The designer 11m 
i’urby produced a concept drawing of a galleried, 
bon^boe auditorium with a dramatic thrust 
ttage, Reudon turned this notion into a cunning 
oodern adaptation of a Jacobean indoor play- 
house in which the Rr^al Shakespeare Company 
could Bpproprlateiy.fulfil its long-standing ambi- 
tion to p^orm tbp neglected non-Shakespearian 
P(>ys of the 16th and 17th centuries. 

In 1979 hopes of raising the money for such a 
pcoject were abandoned arid Reardon’s model 
^ relegated to the RSCs museum. There, on a 
W day Id 1984, an anonymous private benefec- 
icr sheltering from the weather caught sight of it 
udoffered to fond the entire building. Oneof the 
|sb 7 stories of our age bad how reached fruition. 

In a tin^e of ^wires, ^od shavi.hgs, wet paint and 
Kw carpets, the Swan Theatre is almost ready to 
open. 

Iti firtt achievement is to rescue the eastern 
^tfaie of Sfratford from mediocrity. Elizabeth 
theatre has many virtues but you can see 
Beachcomber meant when he called it “the 
Soviet barracks at Stratford”. Even its 
TOnds have been koown to refer to "the jam 
Putting a new top on the half-de- 
nwoshed bulldirig which once skulked behind it 
w transformed The entire prospect.

bare brick and three tiers of wooden gallery built 
around them. The top one provides space for 
some unashamedly 20th-century sound and light- 
ing equipment. From the other two, audiences 
will look down almost vertically on to a long and 
very narrow stage which pushes out deep into the 
pit. It is a shape unknown in the modern theatre 
and Calrd and his fellow directors are obviously 
worrying about its sight-lines and dynamics. 
Actors need to play far downstage, involving 
inventive entrances and exits if action is not to 
lose its momentum. On the other hand, once they 
are there, there is the promise of an unpre- 
cedented intimacy between actor and spectator. 

A basement provides access to two trap doors 
(very necessary for a lot of Jacobean plays), there 
is ^uipment to fly in props and scenery 
(though not, appropriately enough, very much of 
it), and an extra gallery can be inserted over the 
shallow upstage area for plays which demand an 
“above”. This assertively iion-proscenium-arch 
theatre stands back to baidc with the main house 
stage, oCferiiig the RSC the possibility of simul- 
taneous and adjacent performance in two utterly , 
different styles. 

In this extraordinary space (CAti observed 
that the building itself would inevitably be the star 
of the opening productions) 444 people can watch 
playa. Most ^ be comfortably accommodated, 
since the original notion of authentically Jaco- 
bean benches has long since been abandoned. 
Workmen were installing conventional tip-up 
theatre seats while 1 was there and i fbnitidable 
aii^conditioniug plant has been hidden in the 
imitation Oy-tower which forms the aesthetic link 
between the very old, old and new sections of the 
building. Bars too will be ample after an appro- 
priate converdon of the museum space in which . 
the Swan’s fortunate and fortuitous adoption

The Great Cat Massacre. By Robert Damlon. 
Penguin £5.95. 0 14 055089 5. 

The theme of these fascinating essays is the falsity 
of the commonly held idea that, minor difference 
granted, people in previous ages thought and felt 
more or less as we do; and that the records that 
have come down to us as the staple of history can 
thus simply be taken to liave had in their day the 
meaning we attach to them now. Writing history 
in accordance with this conception results in- 
escapably in anachronism and error. 

Professor Damton proposes a different 
approach, used more by anthropologists than 
historians. This requires that records, whatever 
they be, including obviously written or printed 
texts, be studied in relation to contemporary life, 
beliefs and prejudices, in the hope that in this way 
it may be possible to come nearer to what they 
meant, what they represented, at the lime. That 
anything more than an approximation can be 
achieved Dornton thinks doubtful; but what can 
be achieved must at least serve to highlight the 
differences between then and now and be a 
warning against the facile assumption that the 
past discloses itself automatically, given an 
adequate inheritance of records. 

The essays have a wide range. There is a 
consideration of folk tales as they probably were 
in their day, and as they are known to us in 
severely bowdlerized form; and the light this 
sheds on attitudes and mores, then and now. 
There is the study of a vrorkeis* revolt in Paris that 
took the form oif a massacre of cats in the 18tb 
century. Professor Damton examines contem- 
porary readers' reaction to Rousseau, one almost 
impossible to us today and very difficult to accept 
as literally so at the time, owing to deep changn 
in our attitude and relation to writers and their 
I^ucts. Other essays on other topics are just as 
interesting. The whole in an eloquent plea to put 
pgjfiK what may be termed historical jnsularity, 
and to recognize and appreciate the diversity of 
human nature (hat makes the atten^ to grasp 
whAt ihD past acutally was like in and to itself so 
.'fennldably difficult. 
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Implicit in foe approach is the belief that, were It 
possible to know enough, we could and would 
know the past as it was in and to itself. This belief 
cannot be sustained. The very material Professor 
Damton brings forward to show the differences, 
shows foem to be insurmountable. The differ- 
ences may be described, so far as posrible (and 
how far this is will alter in every case); but, short 
of leaping from our skins into those of, say, a 
medieval peasant, we can never experience foe 
folk-tales as he did, our own human nature bring 
in important and essential respects oth^r than his. 
Thus the most that even the comparative ouasi- 
anthropologicBl approach advocated can achieve 
is, In some measure, to describe. differences from 
an external standpoint that remains- inescapably 
our own. Self-critical as the historian may be, 
su^ descriptions, in ’the nature of the matter, 
must needs retain an irremovable anachronistic 

element. • • .... V ^ . 

An analogy may help: the belief that, by using 
the then existing inslnuneots and modes of 
playing, "auttiendc” performances of early music 
ire possible,. is an absurdity. With the best will in

must necessarily be comparative, given our quite 
differently constituted formative musical experi- 
enct which can never be wholly -set aside, 
something denied to genuinely authentic pe^ 
formances-and accompanjdng experience in (heir 
day.

There is an iron law in political life, 
that every movement tends to be 
reduced to its personalities. As Carry 
Wills puts it; ‘‘Modem revolutions 
offer us the paradox that social 
changes most inspired by a vision of 

I impersonal historical process have 
clung most devoutly to the image of a 
single leader." Lenin created Bolshev- 
ism and Bolshevism Stalin; the "cult of 
the personality" became the great 
paradox of the communist state. The 
i^iench Revolution Knerated a whole 
shaky sequence of leaders which, as 
Prof^or Wills argues, was "endable 
only in one outsize icon: Napoleon”. 

the young United States enjoyed a 
more innocent historical moment but 
even so suffered the same dilemma: 
how to portray the founding heroes of 
the Republic without elevating them 
too far above the principles or com- 
monness and democracy they were 
supposed to embody. 

There has always been a contrived 
homeliness about American politics, a 
bid to counter the ^wing power of 
the executive with si^s and tokens of 
ordinariness.

His prejudices against the primacy of 
knowle^, the institutionalization of 
learning and the age bonding of educa- 
tion challenge most of the paradigms 
within which we have to work. The 
inheritance of Arnold, university con- 
trol of school leaving examinations 
(circa 1917), spurious notions of fixed 
IQ and the subsequent, deeply in- 
grained linkage of sdection, class and 
academic subjects are all paraded in 
exploring what the editor calls the 
Burden of the Past. 

So far so good. 1 could even forgive 
(just) the outmoded use of sexist 
temunology in applauding the vigour 
and energy of (be argument. But then 
you real^ have to ask what is to be 
done about It? Here the volume veers 
into the respectable mode. Good prac- 
tice, recognized by the scheme, is 
des^bed. Twenty-one pages list the 
names of the mat (and the good?) 
who signed R^’s manifesto. At this 
point I began to wonder where the' 
mvective <n the early chapters has led 
to. 

I have tried, says Patrick Nuttgens in I 
chapter two, to explain Britain^ long- I 
standing educational feilure, as rooted 
in the status ranking of subjects and 
activities. By chapter 10, however, 
Peter Gord is saying on behalf of the 
scheme that "we take no sides in the 
debate about the pecking order of 
subjects”. Timothy unteUin chapter 
1 1 casts doubts on the value of mission- 
ary zeal in promoting reform and Fred 
Flower in the last chapter can only 
lament that "the system of public 


examinations has been widely Identi- 
fied as a major obstacle to change, and 
yet years, even decades of debate have 
lailra to find ways of replacing it or 
even efiectively modifririg it". 

To be a signatory to RSA’s manifes- 
to will be no more significant than my 
vice presidency of the local rugby duo 
unless those involved are prepared to 
accept the challenge poseu in the first 
100 pages. Have tiie W or so company 
chairmen and directors reviewed com- 
pany recruitmentpolicies in the light of 
the Manifesto? Have the seven vice 
chancellors called together admissions 
officen and explored the ubiquitous 
influence of subject choice and grade 
on entry? L would like to put a similar 
question to schoolteachers but there 
are only 10 of them, 1 think all 
headteachers, and seven at that from 
the indepen^nt sector. How does 
Lord Yqung see the potentially did- 
sive sepwation of hu planned new 
Vocationar QuaUfications Board and 
the QCSE operation at SEC7. 1 could 
gp on. 

' Let no one underestimate the in- 
spiration of the scheme. But if such- a 
powerful network as this is to remedy 
the declared injustices of current 
arrangements it wiU be necessary to 
carry the questioning to an even deep- 
er level of convention than the "Solu- 
tions in Practice” suggest. That will 
probably be an uncomfortable pro- 
cess.

The bibliography at the back of Land- 
scape for a Good Woman ranges from 
academic journals to Simon de 
Beauvoir and Elizabeth Gaskell, from 
Eric Hobsbawn to Sigmund Freud and 
Karl Marx, and expectations are very 
high. How could Ms Steedman poss- 
ibly pull all these sources together and 
procmee anything but a miro-mash of 
tangled theories and ideas? 

Her attempt is, however, 
courageous and almost works. Her 
aims are clearly stated: "It is a proposi- 
tion of this book that that specificity of 
place and politics has to be reckoned 
with in making an account of any- 
body’s life, and their use of their own 
past." , 

Steedman continues, identifying a. 
dysfenction between the existing 
psychological , historical and autobiog- 
raphical literature which attempts to 
d^ne working-class childhood, and 
her own mother’s experience. 

The focus of her attack Is on Jeremy 
Seabrook’s and Richard Houart s 
analysis of working-class childl^d. 
Her own mother found "no place in the 
fronography of working-class mother- 
hood" presented in their Interpreta- 
tions. nychologically rimpie, with 
simple emotions induced ^ depriva- 
tion, thisvenion is quite different from 
Steedman’sown experience. She ques- 
tions the whole image of a passive 
working class disinherited from its 
cultur^y the transformation of wel- 
farism into consumerism. 

She also holds up for inspection the 
traditional image of women’s instinct 
to bear children and be a loidng 
mother. Her own mother was not such 


a woman and yet she defends her 
position as a good mother inspite of 
this apparent failure. She describes 
this position working from the exisiting 
canon and establishes a perspective 
from wliich to criticize it: “I want to 
consider the usefulness of the Idea of a 
traffic In women, bring it forward to 
post-Second World war Britain, 
where my mother exchanged herself 
for future - that she anyway believed 
was her inheritance. This transaction, 
which has to be seen in both political 
and ps)Tchological terms, is what the 
rest of this book is about." 

Perhaps the greatest weakness in 
Steedman's book is the lack of auto- 
biography and the excess of histor- 
iograpny and sociology. While claim- 
ing that It is one of the purposes of her 
t^k to admit her mothers "detire for 
things of the earth to political reality 
and psy^Ugical validity", one really 
wants to know much more about what 
happened to mother and child as tii^ 
grew up together and less of the 
intellectuBi analysis which often 
seemed to, lose track of its essential 
direction. '• ^

As he 
points out, such a compromise docs 
not have to be "mechanistic or de- 
humanizing”. But what goes wrong 
with the book is that the author often 
seems to think of “classroom writing" 
as if it were an end in itself. He writes 
of “practice”, of “exercises" and of 
“assessment” as if people in the real 
world wrote without purpose and for 
no specific varied reasons. 

I wish he had had the clmncc to read 
Michael Baldwin's new book, The Way 
to Write Short Stories. This is far more 
than a basic “learn to make money in 

E our spare time by writing" guide, it is 
y a real writer, writing in his own 
disrinctive voice about the process of 
writing, revising and, yes, selling 
work. Though not intended for the 
staffroom bookshelf, it is a useful 
antidote to classroom methodologies 
and should be read by all who think 
they are teaching children (or adults) 
how to write. Sixth formers might also 
be inspired by It. I've been sufty with 
myselr since reading it for not having 
tried to write any fiction for over a 
year. It is a good hook that generates 
such moods. 

What might work well as an incen- 
tive to classroom writing is Writing 
Poems. It is an anthology in the Voices 
tradition but veiy much for the Eight- 
ies and with bola splashes of colour. It 
is an extension of the same compilers' 
Poems and Poems 2 but what is 
difterent is that it includes occasional 
pages of hints and suggestions for 
original writing, mainly designed to 


encourage expenmentation with (and 
imitation of) forms and themes.

Teaching science in an open-ended, 
pToblera-solvlng way which satisfies 
the content demancu of syliabuses is 
not easy, so it is a relief to find a series 
of televmon programmes that shows 
how U can be done. 

Scientific ^ is a series of 10 
programmes (to be increased to 20 
next year) aimed at 11 to 13-year-olds. 

It covers themes which feature in many 
lower school science courses - “Keep- 
ing Warm", “Acids", “Fire and 
^me", "Force and Friction", “Grav- 
ity", "Keeping Cool", “Lighter than 
Air", "Mint Beasts and Disease", and 
"River of Itock”. Bach propamme is 
]^ed with ideas that show the aj^ 
plications of science and the impact it 
has 00 everyone’s lives. 

“Acids" sounds as traditional as 
could be, but the content is not. The 
programme starts with observations on 
two tree plantations in Lancashire, 
where the height and growth rate of 
the spruce trees on one are less than 
th^ on the others; the dead fish in a 
Swedish lake; and the damage to stone 
memorials. And then the problem is 
raised - could this damage be caused 
by acid rain as politicians and the 
popular press claim? 

After demonstrations of the cono- 
sive and beneficial effects of different 
adds, the viewers ere asked about the 
acidi^ of household liquids and the 
effect of cola drinks on teeth and meat 
and to “Look - Think - Try - and 
Guess" about these problems and that 
of add rain. Thus the elements of the 
sdeotifle method are put into the 
pTMTaoune. I 

Coildren carry out investigations,

While today’s English teachers 
don't aspire to quite such an outlandish 
diet, real writing is definitely part of 
the curriculum for progressive depart- 
ments. Is the term just another inst- 
ance ^ jargon, worthy of being de- 
bunked? Or does it have something 
more substantial to offer? Certainly, 
writing for re^ purposes has become 
somethiim of a siogw. The term rolls 
easily the tongue at in-service 
courses and conferences, but what is 
the reality of real writing? 

Its distinctive feature cannot be 
physical marks on the page, as this is 
s^red by the most commonplace set 
of notes copied from a science-room 
bladcboard and those examples of 
child-art which occasionally flash vdth 
brilliance on the pages of school exer- 
cise books. The difference must, there- 
fm, lie in two things. First, there is the 
motivation of the writer, who must 
want to write. Second, there Is the 
function of the writing, which must be 
to have impact beyond the limits of the 
classroom walls. 

My department recently conducted 
an experiment along these lines, 
^erever possible, the children were 
actively involved in the choice and 
d^oition of their writing task, nego- 
tiating with teachers the content, form 
and audience for th^ writing. The 
range of writing that emeigM was 
Impressive; pertiaps even more valu- 
able was the degree of involvement the 
children d^onstrated in undertaking 
the tasks aad their keen Interest in the 
effect their writing would have. If 
“relevant English” is fashionable at 
present, this seems to be one variety 
that teachers who uphold the personid

Beset with dismal stories 

We need to be more aware of how things look to the child 

writes Philip Jones 


When a child writes stories which 
somehow contrive to combine brevity 
with tedium, it is easy to dismiss the 
effort with the bleak epithet “unim- 
aguiative". Yet how few children are 
unable to engage in fantasy or to play 
imaginatively with their contempor- 
aries! Most children have imaginative 
skills which do not cross the threshold 
into the classroom. 

1 believe that this is not simply an 
impediment to stoiy-writlng. It is also 
wasteful of some of the most effective 
learning strategies. Teachers who find 
themselves beset with dismal stories 
should check that they are not con- 
. founding themselves by requiring the 
children to leave half their minds m the 
plwground. 

Plowden, nearly 20 years ago, recog- 
nized that “play - in ' the sense of 
messing about either with material 
objects or with other children, and of 
creating fantasies - is vital to children’s 
ieaniing and therefore vital in school.'’ 
Since 1967, there has probably been 
more messing about with material 
objects, and possibly with other chil- 
dren, but it Is doubtnii to what extent 
the creation of fantasy has been prom- 
oted. Concrete experience represents 
safe neutral ground for the teacher, 
who can monitor a child’s activity and 
achievements, and for the child, whose 
expectations of school are that it will 
devalue and curt^ fantasy and Impose 
instead adult standards of propriety 
and veracity. Thus, by common con- 
sent, the junior or middle school 
classroom loses its r61e-play comer, 
and closes its door to the playground. 

Accordingly, many teachers have 
found it easier to oevelop styles of 
writing to which this tacit agreement is I 
conducive - personal accounts, for | 
instance, and objective, dpseilption. >

The play's the thing 

Micdiael Fynes-Clinton and Perry Mills suggest a more creative and 
imaginative approach to literary study 


Where are we going wrong with A 
level English? ^rly enthusiasm soon 
disappears as the old checklist mental- 
ity ot the 16‘plus examinations is 
discovered still to be central to so much 
of our teaching. List the common 
features of Shakespearean tragedy, 
identify the nature or our old friend the 
tragic hero ... it is all very familiar. 
Thm lack of significant change between 
16-plus and A level is brought into 
even greater prominence when we face 
up to the cosy platitudes of the average 
A level syllabus. Compare the excite- 
ment associated with the new ideas 
encouraged by the GCSE examina- 
tions. 

In an article for The Times Educe- 
lional Supplement (English Extra 
8. 11. 85), Jim Sweetman listed a num- 
ber of these invigorating new 
approaches. After experiencing two 
years of satisfying and creative study, it 
seems likely that the students will be 
even Jess nappy to accept the staid 
world of A level. Indeed, teachers 
should share this feeling. It is worth 
remarking that the thira link in the 
chain - the universities — are also 
worried. Brian Cox of Manchester 
emaphsized the need for a more crea- 
tive and imaginative approach to liter- 
ary study in recent article (TES, 
21 . 2 . 86 ). 

How can we ensure' that English 
regains its role as an exciting, even 
unsettUiu, experience which is worth- 
while in both intellectual and emotion- 
al terms? The anawer lies in OCSB's 
persistent emphasis on the personal 
and the creative; these have a place in • 
any literature course, at any level. We 
must not hide behind words like 
“rigour" and “analysis'*. The best 
wntlng, after all, wiQ always emerge 
a commited personal approach, 
rather than a spuriously Intellectual 
one. 


The area which is most often abused 
is drama. Here a worthwhile reading 
absolutely requires the lively open 
mind we see as the necessary pivot of 
all literary study. To conjure up the 
actors, costumes, set, expressions, in- 
flections, etc which create a produc- 
tion which requires an additional im- 
aginative leap frequently lacking in A 
level study. The examiners’ annual 
refrain that, in general, plays are 


treated like novels or (particufarly in 
the case ofShakespearej like poetty, is 
proof of this. We now aim to suggest 
ways in which one can imagiDatively 
recreate the true experience of a play, 
essentially intended for performance. 

Each genre is different, with diffe- 
rent demands, strengths and weakne^ 
ses. The real skill in criticism is to 
select the most appropriate “way in". 
The following exercises and tasks con- 
centrate on the theatricality of the 
experience. However, we must be 
even more selective. Each text and 
each student is different, and all suc- 
cessful approaches must take this into 
account.

So far these exercises focus aiteniioii 
on the possible Effects which could be 
achieved.
